PREFACE. 


The  early  history  of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  was  the 
hobby  of  the  late  Governor  Samuel  W.  Pennypacker.  His 
collection  of  rare  imprints  from  the  first  presses  through 
eastern  Pennsylvania  was  justly  celebrated  and  while  that 
part  of  his  collection  is  better  known,  especially  among 
bibliophiles,  yet  his  interest  as  a  collector  was  not  limited 
to  the  output  of  printing  presses. 

His  accumulation  of  Pennsylvania  Dutch  pottery,  Stiegel 
glass  and  pewter  is  worthy  of  special  attention,  as  are  a 
number  of  pieces  of  antique  furniture.  Some  of  the  other 

parts  of  the  collection,  while  perhaps  of  less  general  in-

terest,  are  most  unique.  These  are  exemplified  in  the 
woven  baskets,  linen  and  samplers,  stove  plates,  tools  and 
implements  made  and  used  by  the  people  of  this  State  in 
times  gone  by.
